She is married but she didn't take on her 
husband's last name so they just put his last name initial as her middle initial so they could complete 
her intake form. Is this ok and if not, what would you recommend, shy of changing the database so 
that it doesn't require a middle initial be entered, as I'm guessing they won't want to do.
